Attempts were under way to com­ 
pose disagreements

government officials over a broad 
program envisioning 
the 
freezing 
of prices, wages, profits and bon­ 
uses. 
Step Up Bond Buying 
Secretary of the T reasury Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., was represented by 
his aides as believing the present 
$7,600.000 000 tax program was su f­ 
ficient, that voluntary purchases of 
war bonds could be stepped up to 
$11,000,000000 a year thus absorb­ 
ing excess purchasing power, and 
that consumer m erchandise should 
be rationed. 
He was understood to be 
op­ 
posed to most of th e plans which 
favor not only a m uch stiffer tax 
program but a sim ultaneous assault 
on all im portant inflationary fac­ 
tors as well. 
This 
would 
mean 
freezing of nearly all wages and 
prices, compulsory war bond pur­ 
chases, nro it lim itations, and gen­ 
eral retail credit controls. 
President Roosevelt has curtail­ 
ed his engagements to devote 
as 
much time as possible to the prob­ 
lem. his solution of which may be 
outlined in a fireside c h at w ithin 
the next two weeks. 
Strong 
congressional 
opposition 
has developed against any new ef­ 
forts to boost taxes. 
Would Block Rising Prices 
Discussion of fu rth er 
tax 
in­ 
creases was reported to have de­ 
veloped out of a desire on the part 
of some governm ent fiscal experts 
to take a $15,000,000,000 bite out of 
the nations rising purchasing pow­ 
er in order to block rising prices. 
These experts had figured th at 
corporations this year would earn 
$6,000,000,000 more th an 
in 
1941. 
that labor would receive an addi­ 
tional $5,000,000,000 from the 
war 
boom and th at farm ers would take 
rn an extra $4,000,000,000. 
Unless this added spending pow­ 
er was curbed, they reasoned, there 
would be no stopping the Inflation­ 
ary trend of bidding higher prices 
for goods. 
While stiff tax 
increases 
were 
suggested, one highly placed a d ­ 
ministration O' ficial said he thought 
the result could be accomplished 
by a general fixing of prices for 
commodities and services as of a 
certain date. 
Price fixing orders which 
cov­ 
ered services he pointed out. would 
level off wages, salaries of execu­ 
tives and bonuses paid to employ­ 
es. Profits of corporations sharing 
in the war

would be held down by prices fixed 
°n the commodities they produce.
